Chairman's Remarks 


Dean Emery announced that the admission and preregistration statistics 
have shown the number of applications for 1981-82 entry has remained up. 
He noted that the next academic year will see the transition to the new 
academic structure within the Faculty as well as adjustments made 
necessary by the budget constraints imposed by the University in its 
efforts to reduce its operating expenses by $3 million. In this regard 
the University had set up a Review Board which will examine Faculty 
budgets and make recommendations to the Rector. 

As a result of the above the Faculty of Fine Arts has decided to reduce 
the present offering of six-hour studio courses during the day to four~ 
hour studio courses with a two-hour lab period. The evening studio 
courses would remain as is, that is with a four-hour time block. 


Restructure: Faculty of Fine Arts 


Council members were presented with the following resolution regarding 
the restructuring of the Faculty. If approved,this resolution would go 
forward to Senate and then to the Board of Governors; 


"When the Faculty of Fine Arts was created in 1975, those concerned 
proposed a three-part divisional structure as most appropriate for its 


\ early years. Since that phase now appears to be over, the Faculty wishes 


to structure itself along departmental lines. Among the reasons for 
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proposing this change is the need to reorganize the Faculty to 

reflect its greater size and complexity as well as its diverse 
locations; and the facilitation of communication between Departments 
and the Administration. 

Accordingly, the Council of the Faculty of Fine Arts proposes to 
Senate that it request the Board of Governors of Concordia University 
to approve the replacement of the existing divisions of Visual Arts, 
Performing Arts and Graduate Programmes with the following departments: 


Department of Art Education 
Department of Art History 
Department of Cinema and Photography 
Department of Design 

Department of Music 

Department of Painting and Drawing 
Department of Printmaking 
Department of Sculpture and Crafts 
Department of Theatre Arts"
